Prior to
that time our pavements In nearly nil
parts of thf Mty were n public scan-
dal No other city In tho world had
Mich dlsgtaceftil strrots.

There was a cause for this condition
of nlTalm. Tho Tweed ring of twenty
Sears ago had spent a very large
amount nf moii"y on street piviinenls,
but the work hail been so Infamously
fraudulent that soon after the explosion
of the ring the streets were worse than
If they hnil never been paved nt nil
The robberies of the ring had so noiily
Innkhipted the illy that for mine jcars
nftrrw inls there wns a dMmllmitinn to
expend money for anything, nnd the
streets wcie allowtd to become a
menace In life nitd limb us well as to
the public health.

The New York pavements Instead eif
bring nlmost the weust In the world
will now eompire fairly with 11lmn.1t
nny elty, iillhough the work of recon-
struction Is not jet completed

A great deal of money has been
spent on new pavements and on icpalis
In five cnrn, It Is true, but the people
have received Its vulue, The work has
been well done.

Now, all this repairing has been done
by contract, under of the rub-ll- c

Works Department, reaching Into the
millions. The new Aejueduct hns also
been constructed, nnd that work, cost-
ing over twenty million dollars, has also
been done by contract.

In the face of nil this, tho Dock De-

partment has the effrontery to Insist
that the dock work cannot bo done by
contract, and the audacity to to
defy and nullify tho law, which re-

quires that It shall be so done.
The Dock Commissioners claim that

n great deal of the dock work In "out
of sight," nnd thus peculiarly liable to
tho frauds of contractors. But so was
tho new Aqueduct work, nnd firmness
and honesty on tho part of tho Aque-

duct Commission soon taught contrac-
tors that they could not profitably prac-
tise fraudulent motheds. The street
paving business Is open to fraud. If
contractors urc dishonest, but vigilance
and cnpnclty on tho part of the De-
partment havo guarded successfully
ngalnst the danger.

Major Ollroy's duty Is to Insist upon
obedience to the contract law by the
Dock Commissioners and the clllclcnt
prosecution of their work, or to turn the
Commissioners out of ofllco and put
other men In their places.

GUARD FIFTH AVENUE.

The Legislature having failed to re-

spond to the popular sentiment In favor
uf keeping 1'ifth avenue above Twenty-fift- h

street as a pleasure drlvo for car-
riages and nil A lit vehicles, und to ex-- e

hide heavy wagons, trucks nnd drajs
from tho street during llvo hours of the
day nine months of the year, the
Aldermen nro to bo appealed to for tho
relief asked.

The proposition Is not backed by the
residents of Fifth avenue nlonc. Every
peisou who drives In the city or uses a
hack Is ln favor of It. It Is a movement
for the convenience, pleasure and ac-
commodation of the public generally. It
will ndd largely to the attraction of the
city for pedestrians as well as others,
and works no Injustice nnd but the
most trilling Inconvenience on any of
those excluded.

Publlo sentiment demnnds that l'lfth
avenue nbovc Twenty-thir- d street Bhall
bo preserved free from rullioads, as a
pleasuie drive through tho city. Below
Twenty-thir- d street It la yielding to the
demands and progress of business. But
above there It should be kept forever
as the highway to the Central Park, and
should bo guarded from encroachments
as sacredly as thu Park Itself.

The Aldermen ought to pass the re-

quired ordinance without opposition.

THE FREE DOCTORS.

Ono of Them Finds a Serious

Caso of Soarlet Fover.

A Seven-Months-O- ld Threatened

with Brighl's Disease.

Tho First Work of This Ycur for
the S'i'k Ilnlilcs' KiiiiiI.

"The Evening World" corps nf free
phjslclans Is thu nrst In the field, nnd

"'lb" stiff doctors ore looking over
Ihcli respective territories this week for
tho purpose of sanitary reform," the
chief said yesterdiy.

" The first day In a new district Is js

Interesting It Is necessary for
tho doctor to get his bearings, ns It
were, to look up tho Irug store, which
Is a sort of headquarters whero hurry
calls can be sent when ho happens to
be working In another section of his
territory. Then he goes through each
street and nlleyway to get the geogra-
phy firmly In hla mind, to approximate
the population, and to make notes con-

cerning life In thoso densely settled
neighborhoods whero double-decker- s

abound and whero outward symptoms
Indicate destitution of property, health
and everything else. I believe firmly
that starting tho work thus early, and
having tho corps on duty beforo Uie hot
weather begins, will be productive of
much good The reports of the free doc-- 1

tors Indicate that there Is more wretch-
edness, more Illness and greater need of
medical assistance among tha poor of
New York than In former years."

One of tho staff doctors told the fol-
lowing story:

" A child of three years of age was
seen by me ln a tenemout-hous- e

on Pitt street, thai was ln u very pitia-
ble condition Her face, arms and legs
were greatly swelled. Indeed, she had
dropsy so bad that she may well be said
to hav3 been waterlogged.' The causo
of these bjinptonm Is Brlght's disease.

" It Is Interesting to know how this
was caused. A nmith ago the child had
a slight rash, which was followed by a
peeling ot the skin. That seemed to be
all. ii she had fever It was so mild that
lt was not noticed. For this reason,
and because of extreme poverty, a phy-slcl- ar

was not summoned. Therefore, a
cnHC of scarlet fever, for that Is what lt
was, went without treatment and with-
out being reported to the Board of
Health. Of all the diseases scarlet fever
ranks first ns regards the number and
gravltj of Its sequelae, and perhaps as
many perish from these ns from the ef-

fects of the poison. Brlght's ellseaie,
probably stands nt tho head of the list
if thu many sequelae. And no matter
how very light the attack of scarlet
fever this fearful disease of the kidneys
may follow. These facts make It all the
moro necessary for physicians to visit
tho poor to detect, and by advice and
medicine and other measures, prevent
the spread of this very contagious and
dangerous disease,

"The Board of Health docs Its duty
when Informed, but w ho can s ly how
many of these light esses pass unnoticed
by phjstclnns and therefoie are never
reported So a disease goes on spread-
ing that might be stamped out entirely
If It were promptly recognized and pre-
cautionary measures weiu taken."
